BERLIN, Dec, 15.—It is reported in 
| Brunswick that the recent unexpected 
visit of Emperor William to that city 
and the secret visit of the Grand Duke 
of Oldenburg to the same capital were 
connected with a plan to make Prince 
Eitel Frederick, the Emperor’s second 
s0n, Regent of Brunswick. 

It is known that the present Regent, 
Prince Albert of Prussia, is desirous of 
| retiring. He is nearly 70 years old, and

| tasteful. The Grand Duke of Oldenburg 
will be the father-in-law of Prince | 
Hitel, who is engaged to his demtiek | 

Prince Eitel is a great favorite with 
the people, and his selection as Regent 
would probably be welcomed in Bruns- 
wick. It could hardly fail, however, to 
| widen the already wide breach between 
the Emperor and the Duke of Cumber- 
who is the heir to the throne of 
Brunswick, but who is. debarred from | 
ascending it owing to his refusal to | 
give up his claim to the throne of Han- 
over.

Physician's Experiment with a Steer 
and a Galvanometer.

That a thing has been! 
said by the laboriously 
violent and ingeniously 
unkind Mr. CROSLAND 
fs a fact in itself only | 
slightly indicative of the thing’s truth or 
importance. He has often made very 
|} neat hits, nevertheless, and the revela- | 
| tion that ‘Miss Fiona Macleod,” whom | 
everybody accepted as breathing the in-| 
imitable spirit of old Keltic poesy, was a 
hard-headed Scotchman with a keen eye | 
to the main chance, recalls that Mr. 
CROSLAND, in a recent attempt to give | 
pain to Mr. Yeats and all followers of the 
Keltic cult, wrote these cheerful words: | 
“The general opinion of him may be 
| summed up in three words—How charm- 
ingly Keltic! It is an old contention of 
mine that Mr. Yg#ATs'’s qualities are not 
all. I go further and say that 
as a fact there are no Keltic qualities 
which are not common in good English | 
poetry. The best Kelt we ever had was | 
Mr. YHATS's Own master, one WILLIAM | 
BLAKE, who was sheer Cockney. Mr. | 
Yeats is just BLAKE spun out, and over- | 
| conscious.” That’s as may be. It con-| 
| tains, at any rate, as much of the tradi- 
i tional “something in it’’ as do any of 
| Mr. CROSLAND’S merry attacks'on tribal 
sensibilities, and it does work in admira- 
bly,.from the cynic’s point of view, with

Board of Estimate Approves Its | 
Application for Franchise. | 
| 


WHAT THE CITY WILL RECEIVE | 


Lowering of the Elevated Tracks In 
Essex Street Referred Back to 
the Controller’s Office. 


—— 
After fighting four years for a fran- 
chise, first before the Board of Aldermen | 
and then before the Board of Estimate, 
the Port Chester Railroad Company prac- | 
tically persuaded the Board of Estimate | 
yesterday to approve its application. 

The board adopted a resolution fixing | 
terms under which the road may obtain 
a franchise to operate in the Bronx, but} 
the action is tentative inasmuch as the 
terms have to be advertised for twenty 
days under the law, and also because the 
courts have not yet passed on the con- 
stitutionality of the act giving franchise- 
granting powers to the Board of Estimate 
instead of to the Board of Aldermen. 

Under the terms, as approved by the 
Board of Estimate, there are forty-two 
sections, all of which have been accepted | 
by W. C. Gottshall of the road and by 
ex-Judge D Cady Herrick as counsel. | 
The franchise is to run for twenty-five 
years with the privilege of another like 
term on a revaluation. For the first five | 
years the company is to pay $8,000 a 
year to the city, with $13,000 a year for 
the second five years, and $35,000 a year | 
for the next fifteen years. 

In addition the company will have to 
pay 6.4 cents per linear foot of track per 
year for the first five years, 7 cents per 
foot for the second five years, and 20 
cents per foot for the last fifteen years. 

In addition to these payments the terms 
demand that the company shall complete 
work to the value of $1,000,000 within five 
years from the date of the execution of 
the contracts. A bond for $100,000 guar- ; 
anteeing the performance of this work 
must be deposited in the Controller's of- 
fice. The company is prevented from 
mortgaging or selling out to any other 
company. There are to be no grade cross- 
ings, and the city is to be guaranteed 
from damage in operation. At least sixty 
trains per day in each direction are to be 
operated, with $50 penalty for each train | 
under that number. The road is to be 
four-tracked south to 177th Street and 
two-tracked down to the Harlem River 

After passing on the Port Chester mat- 
ter the board took up the question of 
lowering the Manhattan elevated tracks 
in Essex Streét to enable the proposed 
Manhattan Bridge to reach grade at the 
Rowery.

It is hardly an exaggeration 
to say that no other American writer has been read 
so widely at home and abroad, and of none have the 
charm and the value been so universally acknowl- 
edged. The fertility of his pen was inexhaustible, 
and responded with freshness to each new demand 
upon it in a hundred fields as to a thousand sub- 
jects. He is the one great American essayist; with 
the exception of his remarkable “ autobiography,” 
he wrote nothing but essays, mostly in the form he 
chose for his newspaper work, which was a very 
flexible form. Even his political papers, prepared 
officially, and dealing with matters of importance 
and complexity, were essays and had in them some- 
thing of the directness, the animation, the personal 
note of his journalism. It is not without significance 
that his first pen name in those boyish but really 
mature papers in The Boston Courant was “ Dogood,” 
and his second, in the papers for The Pennsylvania 
Gazette, a few years later was “The Busybody.” 
All his life he was an untiring busybody in doing 
good as he saw it, and he’saw it with a penetrating 
and embracing vision seldom matched in his time 
or since. 

I nave ventured to suggest that he’ was rather a 
moralizer than a moralist. It is not te be denied 
that there is an element in his writing as in his 
character a little repelling to some minds. If his 
aims are sound, his point of view is not of the high- 
est. He may be fairly called a fanatical utilitarian. 
There is a certain tinge of cynicism in his appeal 
to rather shabby motives for good conduct. In one 
of his “ Busybody” papers he elaborately argues 
that the wise pursuit of pleasure requires modera- 
tion, since without &# ultimately the pursuit fails. It 
is true enough, but the spirit or caiculation is not, 
after all, the loftiest spirit. In Franklin it is rarely

PaaersHE latest addition to an excellent series, 
edited by Mr. Bradley, whose name was 
accidentally omitted on the title page, is 
“Swinburne,” by Prof. Woodberry. The 
book is important not so much because 
of the accident of its being perhaps the 

first on the subject to be published in this country as 
because of an uncommon qualification of the author 
for his task. It is true he has broad perspective and 
intimate knowledge, but of greater significance is the 
affinity of spirit between the poet and his critic. 
They are spiritually akin, as their printed works 
show, in such distinct and usually unrelated ways a8 
affection for children, love of the sea, devotion to 
scholarship, and faith in the race. 

The book is not a biography. It contains no new 
biographical data, and few of any kind. It is nota 
study of single poems. Not many more than a dozen 
are discussed individually, and even then, mainly, as 
being typically characteristic of the poet. In consid- 
ering “ Tristram of Lyonesse,” Swinburne’s “ most 
characteristic poem in * * * all respects, * * * the 
most representative of his qualities, each at its best 
* * * the most imaginative romantic poem of pas- 
sion * * * in English literature,” the writer is more 
than half in agreement with Mr. Barlow, contributor 
to the August number of the “Contemporary.” Prof. 
Woodberry adds: “ The world of Swinburne is well 
symbolized by that Zodiac of the burning signs of 
love that he named in the prelude” to this poem. 

The principal sources of Swinburne’s literary in- 
debtedness in matter and manner are mentioned. 
Here again, as in single poems, paucity of detail pre- 
supposes some knowledge of the subject on the part 
of the reader to understand the ramifications of the 
Fuller illustration, though to be 
desired, is impossible in the scheme which the writer 
has followed consistently throughout. It may be 
further said that simple mention of the men and 
things that influenced Swinburne is edifying, and it 
certainly makes a becoming background for the 
study proper. At least three names, however, which 
are commonly referred to in this connection, are 
missing.’ One of these is Baudelaire. His name as 
the inspirer of “ Ave atque Vale” (to which no direct 
reference is made) is linked to Swinburne’s by the 
same bond that links Clough’s to Arnold’s, Keats’ to 
Shelley's. The lack of personal association which 
adds sentiment to the other relationships is counter- 
balanced by Béudelaire’s being perhaps, as has 
been claimed, the most potent contemporary influence 
on Swinburne’s youthful manner. 


Many will think the bare suggestion to the Book 
of Job a too restricted acknowledgement of Swin- 
burne’s use of the Bible. His familiarity with it 
resulting in the absorption of its pnraseology into 
his own vocabulary is the more striking in its con- 
trast to his well-known hostility to Christianity 
as an institution. This Biblical equipment, not to 
speak of a certain Hebraic cast of mind, binds 
him not less than do the several qualities to which 
the writer alludes, to English literary tradition. 
It is hard for the reader to tell whether the 
omission of Shelley's name, except in general terms, 
is due to strict observance of a prescribed plan 
or to Prof. Woodberry’s not .subscribing to the 
belief in the similarity of the two poets. For it 
has been stated by more than one competent critic 
that Swinburne finds his nearest prototype in Eng- 
lish literature in Shelley. To the lay mind this seems 
plausible. With the possible exception of Coleridge, 
Shelley alone is comparable to Swinburne in the 
music of his verse; both sing the same battle cry of 
freedom and hatred of kingcraft and priestcraft; 
they resort to the same classical founts of literary in- 
spiration; both are dreamers, myth lovers, and deep- 
ly spiritual poets. The writer's silence on this point 
is to be regretted, as the judgment of such a dis- 
tinguished Shelley student would have been authori- 
tative, if not, indeed, final. 


The author nowhere claims that this “ Swinburne ” 
is what it is not; it remains now to outline what it is, 
it is primarily and almost solely an appreciation of 
his genius and it is concerned with its quality, not

Woodberry’s attitude when dealing with 
Whose traits of Swinburne which have 
met with unfavorable criticism. The 
poet's “ample fuliness” has been the 
Butt of many a sarcasm, when it was not 
designated by that name. That he J 
Sometimes hard to read is admitted, but 
instead of attributing this, as is fre- 
quently done, to the poet’s imperfecfly 
conceived thought, the d¢ritic explains: 
“The main fact is that in the sphere of 
matural imagery his mind tends con- 
stantly to escape from the limited and 
particular object into the more 
primary elements of nature.”’

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HATSOEVER to the unfriendly

Same meter, on the-Same theme, here 
dignified by the name of “ monotone 
Speaking of “the revolutionary cause, 
its monotone, though in part due to the 
quality of the resonance and to the same- 
mess of the imagery, ts essentially emo- 
tienal, the monotone of profound and un- 
changeable depth in the feeling itself.’ 

This attitude toward his subject is most 
effectively shown in Prof. Woodberry’s 
meeting the charge of “ bookishness"’ of 
the poet, of being ‘‘ too literary,”’ as he 
has been called. The writer puts it thus: 
“The love of literature is the most fun- 
damental thing in him.’’ To style one “ too 
literary”’’ is uncomplimentary: to say 
“the love of literature is fundamental" 
is less crude and more tattful, 
amounts to the same thing, at least in 
Swinburne’s case. It is frankly admitted 
that this trait imparts a “literary alloy” 
to much of his work, that it make 
“aloof in person, remote in theme, 
Sionary in art. * * * He is, in fact 
his greater work of the imagination 
mote from current life.” 

On the other hand, it is 
aspect of this same trait 
critic dwells longer. He says he supposes 
“that no English poet has ever had 
wide and familiar acquaintance with the 
poetry of foreign climes. * * * He 
achieved such famil‘arity with past liter 
ature that his mind became capable of an 
attitude of contemporaneity toward it. 
* © * He achieves the most genuine ap 
pearance of belief in the gods that haa 
fallen to the fortune of an English poet, 
perhaps of any poet in any modern liter- 
ature. © * * The love of literature gives 
him a wide domain. Swinburne is a poet, 
* * © through whom flows the broad 
stream of the many thoughts of men.” 
In him “there is * * * the capacity for 
the passion of life tn its largeness.’- 
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HIS is an illustration of the way in 
which the critic habitually directs 
attention from the defects of Swin- 

burne’s virtues to the virtues of his de- 

fects. It is not special pleading, though 
it may seem such for the nonce to one 
a-weary of the poet*’s “ample fullness.” 

It is by no means unreasoned; yet it 

has the added charm of sympathy esug- 

gested above—the charm of rare intui- 
tion. It is an attitude, however, — 
ig apt to misicad the hasty reader iftto 
the impression that the book is a rhap- 
sody. This is far from the truth It 
is mainiy an impartial exposition, an in- 
terpretation of the poct’s powers The 
writer praises few, if any, characteris 
tics which have not been praised before 
by other critics of good repute; he never 
praises what is unpraiseworthy; and he 
never praises indiscriminately or immod- 
erately. He mentions no other poet for 
purposes of comparison, so exclusively 
does he hold to his subject—an

The following extracts may indicate in

comment on some aspects of Swinburne’s 
work. Of the poet’s generosity ir 
ing the critic says: 


Swinburne truly is nowhere more the 
et than in his inexhaustible capacity to 
moved to hero worship and the affec- 

tionate eulogy of those who * * * seem 
to be in the intimacy of genius his own. 

The passion is a capacity to hate as 

well as to love. There is no such master 
of the curse of modern days. He strikes 
home, * * * and with a volleying * * * 
of fire and wrath fit to hurl Satan down 
to the abyss. Th are curses to rejoice 
the heart. Thes their victims in

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from literary taint; hence in it he is more 
purely himself. Here, as in the. child- 
hood verse, the personal note is more ob- 
vious and apparently stronger than ¢dise- 
where. “The crown of his nature verse 
is his ocean poetry.” The sea may be 
considered as the threefold “ nature sym- 
bol” of England, of liberty, and of Swin- 
burne’s own genius. And there is no 
better paragraph in the study than the 
long one in which this conception ts ex- 
panded. 

“The gift of Swinburne is to be capable 
of passion.”’ In another essay, Prof. Wood- 
berry. has written that * Burns illustrates 
* * © the element, specifically, of pas- 
sion” fn the literature of his time. It ts 
plain that if passion be a salient trait of 
the one, ft can be applied to the other 
only with a difference. There is no doubt 
of its appropriateness to Burns. The dif- 
ficulty in its application to Swinburne ts 
the presence of the “literary alloy,” of 
a remoteness from actual life in much 
* * © the element, specifically, of pas-* 
sion; and also the almost paradoxical 
fact that in spite of his gift being mainly 
lyrical, as recent: critics agree, there 
should be in his voluminous work such a 
gearth of love poems undeniably express- 
ive of personal feeling. 

The fact is curious inasmuch as aside 
from verbal melody a poet is generally 
considered lyric only by virtue of per- 
sonal feeling. It is perhaps, therefore, 
that Mr. Payne in the “ Belles Lettres 
Series” declares: ‘“ Passion this poet has 
without doubt, and in abundance, but it 
is the passion of the intellect rather than 
of the heart.” Piecemeal qnotation leads 
to error, and the difference of opinion 
here is more apparent than real, for the 
context shows that Mr. Payne's sentence 
is part of his remonstrance against Swin- 
burne being considered a poet of passion 
in the vulgar sense, whereas Prof. Wood- 
berry applies the word first to the revo- 
lutionary songs where he makes it partly 
synonymous with enthusiasm. 

It may be said here that the authors of 
the three essays—Mr. Payne, Mr. Barlow, 
and Prof. Woodberry—are in substantial 
agreement in the interpretation of com- 
mon matter. This fact lends point to the 
latter's contention that in spite of certain 
superficial of style which 
the attention of the unac- 
reader, “the poet's genius is 
one of singular directness." There is no 
one point on which the agreement of these 
is more marked than the convic- 
that Swinburne is a thoughtful and 
poet. Under the general head- 
‘ Fate,” Prof. Woodberry comments 
on this point with unwonted fullness. 
He traces, step by step, Swinburne’s 
mental and spiritual growth, the evolution 
from “poet of passion” to “poet of 
righteousness,"’ exponent of the religion 
The thought is compact but 
result eminently satisfying 
as a whole is characterized 
by compactne« of thought, notwith- 
standing Its somewhat poetiged diction, 
and there is many a memorable phrase. 
Generalizations abound. They are usu- 
ally just, frequently brilliant, and not sel- 
dom of inspiriting suggestiveness. Since, 
however, they are unaccompanied by de- 
tailed illustrative matter they may be ap- 
plicable to too many poems to be appre- 
ciated fully by the uninitiated; the work 
may be too deficient in unfavorable com- 
ment to appeal to the unsympathetic; but 
to those to whom increasing acquaintance 
with Swinburne is increasing delight 
Prof. Woodberry’s little book will be a 
veritable boon, not only reassuring them 
in their faith, but affording justification 
for it.

Animal Biographies of English and 
/ American Make.* 


IMAL heroes have been fash- 
fonable now for so long @ 
time that the fashion is al- 
ready visibly waning. Ani- 
mal heroes, as one may have 
observed in reading the many 
books about them, are usual- 
ly very human, even when they are deni- 
zens of the wild. When they are domestic 
creatures—that is, creatures which haunt 
domestic scenes, whether man will or not— 
their humanity is ‘emphasized. Se already 
series to which the first two titles 
in the list below belong, there has been 
an autobiographic book about a very hu- 
man rat and one about an equally human 
dog—both books excellent reading. Now 
fcllow two more volumes. One is about a 
cat, the very type of domesticity and re- 
ported human to the point of being wo- 
manly also. The other celebrates-a black 
bear, who, In spite of his habitation remote 
from man, seems to the eye which does 
rot wear Thompson-Seton glasses much 
more human than bearish. This state- 
ment is far from implying that the story 
of the cat's life by her imagined self or 
the story of the bear's life by his imag- 
ined self, is dull. Quite otherwise. Both 
are marked by an evident knowledge of 
human traits, foibles, tricks, and .a hu- 
morous appreciation of real values. Not 
only so, but Miss Hunt has quite evident- 
ly kept cats and observed their ways lov- 
tngly, and Mr. Robinson, one guesses, is 
pot ignorant of bears, He has met quite 
possibly his automobile-coated hero at 
home in his bearship’s own piace. 

Mr. Robinson's book is really the story 
of a black bear from cubhood through 
a vigorous youth and middle age to his 
declining years, spent in a cage in a 
zoological garden. Miss Hunt's book, as 
befits the symbolical value of the house- 
woman’s companion, is not so much the 
story of a cat as the cat’s story of the 
women folk with whom she lived, and 
whose sentimental attitude toward her- 
self she inwardly despised while she en- 
dured it for the sake of the loaves and 
fishes. Of course, it is a story for giris, 
as the bear story is a story for boys; 
rather tame boys, perhaps, and, of course, 
it deals with a cat and her family of 
kittens and with Auntie May, who is 
still young, and a love affair of Auntie’s. 
To be sure, Miss Hunt, who has evi- 
dently, in spite of her love for cats, a 
robust sense of humor, arranges it so 
that the young man who loves Auntie 
May shall hate cats—hate them so that 
the very presence of one in the room 
makes him frantic And Auntie May, 
when it comes to the test, prefers her 
man to her cats. 

The scheme of the feline autobiography 
involves a description of the coming of a 
litter of kittens to a handsome an petted 
Persian, and the tale of the bringing up 
of the interesting family un“er the joint 
management of the mother and the mis- 
tress. One of the kittens is the autobiog- 
rapher. There is a little girl and a sick 
sister, and a vieit to a country house and 
a trip as far as Paris to enlarge the scene. 

The bear lives in the western regions of 
north America, and leads what it is the 
mode to call “ the simple life.” He has 
adventures with forest fires, fights with 
other bears, and becomes acquainted with 
men in mining camps After he has 
brought up a family or several families 
he is trapped and caged and becomes fat 
and a philosopher. 

For the stories of the greyhound, 
donkey, and the monkey, these three 
made in America as the others in 
tight little island across the sea—and are 
presumably attenipts at utilizing the 
same idea. They are, however, lacking in 
the qualities which give the English auto- 
tiographies charm. In the first place the 
authors have not the same literary skill. 
In the second place they seem to lack the 
knowledge of human nature and 
beast habits which vivify the work of 
Miss Hunt and Mr. Robinson. In the 
third place the sentimental aspects of the 
thing are allowed to overgrow everything 
like rank weeds. “Pup” is a dog 
not rightly doggish, set among humans 
who seem to have been born in what our 
persecuted youth knew as “Sunday school 
books.’"’ The same is true of Neddy, the 
donkey, brought up tn a gud 
rich family and ran only to be 
stolen by a cruel peddler. Worse is true 
of “Yoppy,” (how else with such a 
name!) the monkey, who was trapped in 
his native South America and thereafter 
was by musician's pampered pet 
and an organ grinder’s assistant in Amer- 

Yoppy fearfully sentimental 
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master that he gets at last with an affec- 
tion at once passionate, patronizing, and

THE RUSSO-JAPANESE WAR. 


THE WAR IN THE FAR EAST, 1904- 
1905. By the Military Correspondent of 
The Times. Portraits and maps. Pp. xvi.- 
— 8vo. New York: KE P. Dutton & 
HIS book is a compilation of the 

comments printed in The London 
Times from day to day during the 

war between Russia and Japan, contributed 
by its military correspondent—by its mili- 
tary editor or expert, we should say, in this 
country—Mr, Emery, we believe, the un- 
named critic is. The military expert of 
The Times holds a high position in Kurope 
as @ critic and student of war, and his 
comments, criticisms, predictiof™® on 
events, the lessons he drew from them, 
were read the world over with close atten- 
tion. The republication of the daily com- 
ments, with certain purely occasional re- 
marks omitted, is then very acceptable 
to other students both of history and of 
the science of war, though the volume is 
not, and does not pretend to be, a history 
of the war in the ordinary sense. 

A paragraph from the author's 
duction is of interest: 

The writer thought, after eliminating 
& great deal no longer germane to the 
story, that he might be sonrities in offer- 
ing the residue as a preliminary study of 
the campaign, It was clear that the cam- 
paign was of surpassing and perhaps last- 
ing interest to the British people, and ex- 
perience had shown uS that official and 
wholly satisfactory accounts of a great 
war often found us old men before they 
saw the light, and that when they did, 
other events had occurred and interest 


had been diverted to some other stage 
and other players.

This is not a wholly convincing argu- 
ment for writing to-day the history of 
yesterday, except as newspaper matter; 
but the form used by the military expert 
of The Times—comments and criticisms, 
not accounts or descriptféfis—is less liable 
to abuse when history ts made out of ft 
than the descriptive articles of observers 
with the armies, and deserves and under- 
goes compilation much better. 

The volume is then a record of the 
views of the war, taken from day to day 
by one of the best military critics of the 
time—a purely subjective history. Apart 
from its technical interest, it is note- 
worthy as showing how well its author 
could prophesy; it ts better to say, as 
showing how acientifie war is become 
and how a competent observer, properly 
equipped, may deduce future results from 
past occasions with a very large percent- 
age of accuracy. Portraits of the chief 
figures of the war increase its interest to 
the non-technical reader, while a re 


markable set of maps, eighteen-tn rumber, 
present the histor of the campaign 
graphically, and add immensely to the 
value of the book. 


MIRACLES OF THE VIRGIN; 


CYCLE of old tales cCealing with 
“The Miracies of Our Lady Saint 
Mary "—a “ byway of mediaeval Lit- 
erature "' which, from one cause or an- 
other, is now practically unknown except 
to profeased students of folklore and hag- 
lography—has been made available for 
English readers by Evelyn Underhill, who 
has translated the legends from “ divers 
tongues." The volume is being brought 
out here by-E. P. Dutton & Co. 

There are twenty-five legends in the 
book, including “‘ The Chaplet of Roses,” 
“The Heavenly Vesture,”’ ‘‘The Minstrel 
of Roc Amadour,” “Our Lady of the 
Lintel,” “‘StceNa Maris,” “Our Lady of 
the Tournament,"”’ “The Dove that Re- 
turned,”” “St. Thomas of Canterbury,” 
and others that are more or less familiar 
(some are probably entirely unknown) to 
the student of hagiography. The compiler 
speaks as follows of the tales: 

Though now almost entirely forgotten, 
for over four centuries the Miracles of 
Our Lady occupied a very prominent place 
in popular literature. They are the fairy 
tales of mediaeval Catholicism—the re- 
sult of the reaction of religion on that 
spirit which produced the romances of 
chivalry. These tales bring us to the 
Courts of Paradise, but the atmosphere 
is still that of the Courts of Love. By 
turns homely and heroic, visionary and 
realistic, they do in Hterature that which 
the Gothic sculptors de.in art—make a 
link between heaven and earth, give act- 
ual and familiar significance to the most 
awful mysteries of faith, and set the 
Queen of Angels in the midst of her faith- 
ful friends.

Every year several new 
volumes are added to each of these se- 
ries; there are, too, some miscellania and 
privately prifited beoks, Nearty all the 
works in each series appear in three dis- 
tinct. editions—paper, beards, and leather. 

To the Qid World Series ($1, $1.25, and 
$1,50, all net) there have been added. this 
year Fiona Macleod’s “The Isle of 
Dreams,” being the legendary parts of 
“Tona,”’ collected under a title drawn 
from one of Herrick's iyrics; Michael 
Iairiess's * The Roadmender,”’ and Slr 
Philip Sidney's “ Astrophel and Stella." 
The format in these is a narrow fools- 
cap Svo, printed from eight-point old- 
style .roman type on Van Gelder paper, 
with unique binding forms. In the Bro 
cade Series we have three new volumes 
of selections from Oscar Wilde, called 
together “‘A House of Pomegranates "’; 
Gustave Flaubert's “ The Legend of St 
Julian, Hospitaler,’ translated by Agnes 
Lee, and “The Children’s Crusade,” 
translated from the French of Marcel 
Schwob by Henry Copley Greene. This 
series is in small i6mo format, printed 
from new type on genuine Imperial Mills 
Japan vellum, and each of tue 425 copies 
is done up in flexible covers, with sealed 
parchment wrappers, and separate bro- 
eade slide case. (75 cents, net.) 

In the Lyric Garland Series there are 
two new items in Bibelot form, “A Lit- 
tle Garland of Celtic Verse” and “A 
Little Garland of Christmas Verse 
(Van Gelder paper, 50 cents, net; Japan 
vellum, $1 net.) These little volumes are 
in small 8vo format, printed from Cas- 
lon old-style type, with Chiswick orna- 
ments, and bound in gray boards, with 
paper labels and in a slide case. Addi- 
tions to the Vest Pocket Series (Van 
Gelder paper, old-style eight-point roman 
type, with Chiswick ornaments, in four 
editions: Blue wrapper, 23 cents; limp 
cloth, 40 cents; flexible leather, gilt top, 
75 cents; Japan vellum, $1, all net,) are 
Richard Jefferies’s ‘‘The Pageant of the 
Summer,” edited by Watkins, and " An 
Apology for Idiers,” by Robert Louis 
Stevenson, consisting of three well-known 
essays besides the title piece—"‘ The Eng- 
lish Admirais,” “‘ Eldorafo,”’ and “ Child's 
Play.”

NOTE to the introduction tells us | 
that *he author of this. book dicd | 
before he had corrected the proofs. 
He lived long enough, however, to make 
a volume of much interest, in which the 
historian will find collected many quaint 
bits of the story of London town, and the 
amateur of reminiscences and “ana” 
meet with much to entertain. 

It was the wife of Henry I. of England 
who founded the Hospital of St. Giles for 
Lepers outside the walls of London; from 
that foundation came the Parish of St. 
Giles, infamous during the last century 
for its poverty and vice, but for a long 
time the home of writers and of men who 
made history. The first two parts of the 
book deal with the history of the parish, 
and with the famous and noted people 
who dwelt within its Hmits In the days 
between those of the Good Queen Maud 
and those of the First Gentleman in Eu- 
rope. 

The hospital, owihg to the decrease of 





leprosy with improved conditions of life, 





lost its usefulness; its bretturen seem tuo 
have amused themselves by quarreling, 
and in the time of Edward Iii. actually 
destroyed the records of the place rathe 
than allow the Archbishop of Canterbury 
to inspect them. As a result, the hospital 
lost its independence and struggled along 
until Henry VIII.’s time 
gave it to Lord Lisle, who later became 
Duke of Northumberland. 
that, however, it had become a cus 
for condemned prisoners, on their wuy 
Tyburn, to stop at St. Giles’s and. drink 
a bowl of ale. The memory of this lust 
drink. was long kept alive by Bowl Yard, 
an open place in the parish. It was-in 
those days, too, that the parish began 
to be ‘fashionable as a residential dis- 
trict. Sir John Oldcastle, Lord Cobham, 
lived in St. Giles's; Sir William Drury 
and Lord Essex lived there; the Mount- 
joys, the Hollands, one of whdém lived 
in Holland House; Lord Herbert of Cher- 
bury, the Montagues, Pepys's patrons 
were St. Giles’s people In Montagu 
House the British Museum was opened 
in 1759.

The first church of St. Giles’s dated 
from about 1200; a new building was put 
up in the early seventeenth century, 
third in 1731. The second church was aid- 
ed by the Bishop of London, Dr. George 
Mountain, who got his Bishopric by a 
pun.

MIPENSER’'S ‘: Faerie Queene” 
is something on new lines 
for the children’s books, but 
from the poem has been de- 
veloped a charming volume 
with excellent illustrations,

also in colors. It is called “ Una and the 
Red Cross Knight and Other Tales from 
Spenstr’s Faerie Queene,” and is by N. 
Royd-Smith; pictures by T. H. Robinson, 
(E. P. Dutton & Co. §2.50.) It is the story 
of the poem in prose with occasional in- 
troductions of the verses. There is an in- 
troduction giving ‘a short sketch of Spen- 
ser and an idea of the allegory represent- 
ed in the poem. 

It would be interesting to know just 
what the corisensus of opinion of an 
average lot of childrén would be about 
these books from the classics. They are 
welcomed by the older people, who feel 
that they are working in a good cause in 
putting something which stands for the 
best in literature into their - children's 
hands, The average father and mother, 
in these busy days, give little more per- 
sonal attention than this to the reading 
of their children, Read with an older 
person, or by one to the child, if that 
older person has the true enthusiasm not 
only for good literature but for the 
charm of the stories of olden days, the 
tale of ‘Una and the Red Cross Knight ” 
will become a never-to-Be-forgotten mem- 
ory. Otherwise, what happens? Does the 
average child read it or does the book go 
to the child’s book shelves, as so many 
bocks go. to the hook shelves of older 
people, to be treasured always, but num- 
bered among the good books never read, 
that never will be read? 

A book brought-out in similar style and 
by the same publishers (J. M. Dent & Co., 
London, and E. P. Dutton & Co., New 
York) is on. more familiar lines as far as 
children's classics are concerned, being 
“Stories of King Arthur and the Round 
Table." It is by Beatrice Clay, pictured 
in black and white, with colored frontis- 
piece, and illuminated title page by Dora 
Curtis, ($2.60.) The stories here are based 
on the Morte d’Arthur and Mabinogion, 
with some changes to make the old tales 
less outspoken. The pictures are good, 
the stcrier always worth while.

Martin Hume’s Book About Henry 
VIL. and His Wives—A New Edi- 
tion of Pollard’s Fine Book.* 


ARTIN HUME in this new 
volume about the lives of 
the wives of the eighth Hen- 
ry of England is no mere 
collector of scandal matrimo- 
nial. He has a theory of his 
own, quite as tenable as most 

theories, and he arranges the facts to fit 
that theory, Henry, according to Mr. 
Hume, “1s not the farseeing statesman, 
sternly resolved to free his country from 
the yoke of Rome,” that some have ac- 
counted him. He is “rather a weak, 
vain, boastful man, the plaything of 
his passions, which were artfully made 
use of by rival parties to forward re- 
ligious and political ends in the strug- 
gle of giants that ended in the 
Reformation."’ Mr. Hume repudiates thus 
the thoughtless view of “ each of the six 
wives as an isolated phenomenon that 
had by chance attracted the desire of a 
laecivious despot, and in her turn had 
been deposed when his eye had fallen, 
equally fortuitously, upon another wo- 
man.” “I hope to show,” the author says, 
“how each of the wives in turn was but 
an instrument of politicians intend- 
ed to sway the King on one side or 
another.” .The politicians, of course, were 
the astute Ferdinand and Isabel of Spain, 
Cardinal Wolsey, Thomas Cromwell, 
Charles V..

HE Henry thus sketched is, in Mr. 
Hume's view, the key to all the his- 
tory of the reign—only allowing for 

the situation in which the schemings of 
the elder Henry and the sovereigns of 
Castile and Aragon left him. They, for 
reagons of state, married a boy to Cath- 
arine of Aragon, his brother's widow, a 
noble and heroic but obstinate lady, 
whose charms were fading when Henry 
was in his prime, and who, moreover, had 
failed to provide him with a male heir. 
The politicians, playing upon Henry's ux- 
oriousness, did the rest. 

First the enemies of Wolsey put for- 
ward Anne Boleyn—who was herself no 
mean politician—then, when Anne forgot 
to be politic and failed also in providing 
a Prince of Wales, her enemies schooled 
demure Jane Seymour in the art of 
charming a King, and in due time, when 
Jane's game had worked, provided con- 
venient means for getting rid of Anne. 
Jane did her duty, but died of neglect in 
the midst of the heedless enthusiasm over 
the heir she had provided. Then Crom- 
well overreached himself with his plan 
_for a Protestant alliance with Anne of 
Cleves to bait the royal beast. For his 
obese majesty, repelled by Anne's Dutch 
largeness and rudeness of physique, fled 
to pretty Catharine Howard, a girl who 
had been scandalously ill brought up, 
and was used as a tool by her powerful 
relatives. Even Mr. Hume shows sym- 
pathy for her sad fate. Perhaps Henry 
chose Catharine Parr for himself—but 
she was “ politically the least important 


of the six." 


HE facts, as Mr. Hume arranges and 
selects them, support his theory very 
well, the narrative as he tells it is 

certainly interesting to an extreme de- 
gree, but one cannot avoid the feeling 
that the author leaves out of account (or 
at least out of view) a good many deep- 
lying causes for the change of religion in 
England. Mr. Hume conveys the impres- 
sion that about all that was done in Hen- 
ry’s time in the way of breaking with 
Rome was the work of Thomas Cromwell. 
When the Pope was obstinate about Kath- 
arine’s divorce, ambitious Cromwell was 
bold enough (as Wolsey had not been) to 
help himself up by coming to the King's 
rescue with a short and simple solution of 
the royal troubles. Cromwell cut the tie 
which linked England to the Papacy. The 
nobles let him because they shared in 
the spoil of the monasteries—but Mr. 
Hume gives no hint that the state of pub- 
lic opinion was more or less ripe for di- 
vorce anyhow. He is clear that as to 
doctrine and forms, barring matters of 
Papal interference in England, Henry 
died a good Catholic and left his people, 
pretty generally, good Catholics. 

As to the wives, Mr. Hume seems to 
judge them all with charity except Anne 
Boleyn, whom he makes a very heartless 
cat. He has most to say of Catharine of 
Aragon, whose reign was longest and 
whose political value greatest, perhaps, 
and he makes all the figures quite human 
and real, andconveys very definite impres- 
sions of them as women, in spite of his 
pains to exhibit them at large as count- 
ers in a game. 

Altogether the book is one which sup- 
plies the reader with a plenty of ideas 
and impressions, though there are times 
when one gets lost in the mazes of the 
game Mr. Hume is exposing, and won- 
ders if the game is all really there, 

*,° 

HE survey of Henry VIII.'s reign by 
A. F. Pollard, M. A., a second edi- 
tion of which is jyst issued, offers 

to the reader whose interest in the sub- 
Ject has been reawakened by Mr. Hume's 
book another view of bluff King Hal and 
another interpretation of the same facts. 
This book, of course, does net pretend 
to look at the King solely as a matri- 
monial pawn; it takes into account the 
influences neither feminine nor high po- 
litical which entered into the determina- 
tion of the career of the second Tudor. 
Supposing, which is quite possible, that 
the matrimonio-political key does not 
quite unlock the true Henry, supposing 
that the flabby Henry of the six wives 
is not all of Henry the King—which is 
more than likely—you may care to renew 
your knowledge of his other aspects by 
the help of Mr. Pollard’s book. How- 
ever, as that work is not new, we shall 
not go deeply into it here, merely say- 
ing that it is a careful and able narra- 
tive of one of the most vital periods of 
English history.

T seems that too many of the poets 
are taking to the dramatic form, 
and thus wasting much energy and 
talent. As Mr. Carman intimated re- 
cently, in his remarks on Mr. Henry 
Lane Eno’s “ Baglioni,” the dramatic 
form makes hard reading for most péo- 
ple. Surely our most aspiring poets 
aim to be read. Even admitting that a 
few deliberately write plays for the 
reader only, with no view of stage rep- 
resentation, we cannot believe that 
any poet puts forth a single book with 
the idea that it will not be read. The 
theatrical stage now offers no opening 
for the aspiring author of drama in 
verse. Yet, besides Mr. Eno’s “ Bag- 
lioni,” we have lately received “ The 
Last of the Stuarts,” a dramatic poem 
in five acts, by Charles Juliam, (Den- 
ver: The Reinert Publishing Company,) 
which deals with the career of “ Bon- 
nie Prince Charlie”; “Aurelian: A 
Drama of the Later Empire, in four 
acts and an interlude,” (and in blank 
verse with a few prose passages,) by 
Spencer Moore, (Longmans, Green & 
Co.) and “ The Faithless Favorite,” a 
“mixed tragedy" by Edwin Sauter, 
which is published by the author “at 
the Sign of the Leech” in St. Louis.

PAGET TOYNBEE’S admira- 
ble new edition of “ The Letters 
of Horace Walpole is but 
finished. Three volumes, the thirteenth, 
fourteenth, and fifteenth, have just 
come from the publisher, Henry 
Frowde.

Had it been writ- 
ten first I should never have been moved 
to my choleric communication—*“ but 
grievous words stir up anger’’—and I 
considered the first attack “ grievous.” 

Now, however, “the wrath has been 
turned away’ by reading the last num- 
ber of Tum New YorK Times BOOK 
Review, for “ Newport” has expressed 
his sentiments in a way which I thor- 
oughly understand, even if, I do not agree. 
It seems to me that “The House of 
Mirth ” is a great book, or I should never 
have taken up the cudgels. There was a 
man once. who had a talent and hid it In 
the earth. I am grateful to Mra. Whar- 
ton that she has not done the same, for it 
is a rare possession, When things have 
come to such a pass in “society” that 
they are even preached against from the 
pulpit, I think it is of considerable mo- 
ment to the “ masses”’ and the ” Ameri- 
can people” that they should not be al- 
lowed to continue thus. Mrs. Wharton 
from peculiar circumstances of birth and 
surroundings is better qualified than any 
other writer of American fiction to de- 
scribe this condition of society which ex- 
ists, and that she has the ability to do so 
no one will question. The financial world 
has been subjected to a “ housecleaning "” 
lately, and why not the social? The only 
way to do it, however painful, is to show 
things up as they exist. The criticism 
that there aré*no characters to admire in 
the book and that there are many in so- 
clety is true in part. Lily Bart's father, 
about whom little is said, we remember 
leaves her as an inheritance the best in 
her nature—that which saves her from 
going wrong. She is not a character des- 
titute of charm, and she stands out, as in 
relief, against the background ef others 
of her “set,” for she has what they in 
thelr dullnes& lack, “a vague diffusion of 
refinement and good taste,” Which givés 
her an “idealizing touch.” She would 
have been completely saved if Selden had 
not failed her the third time, (Page 517,) 
and she had not one person in the course 
of her life about whom she could say, 
like Nettie, the poor working girl: “I 
knew he knew about me,” 

That is why Lily Bart did not become a 
fine woman, for she had the possibilities, 
Selden was, unfortunately, like many 
good people about whom nothing wrong 
can be said, “ weak.” Gerty Farish could 
not influence a society from which she 
was excluded by poverty, which barred the 
door, The directors of institutions (ger- 
erally the wealthiest members) have had 
to be examined publicly in order that the 
masses should not suffer.

Fiction in Libraries. 
New York Times Saturday Review of Books: 

A suburban library having more books 
than building recently took an inventory 
to see what works of fiction were prac- 
tically dead Of those shelved forty 
months ago 40 per cent. had not circu- 
lated once jn the last year. Of those 
thirty months ago atout 30 per cent. had 
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not circulated. Of recent fiction every 
volume circulated. Of course, this propor- 

tion would not hold in a larger place, and 
the percentage would vary somewhat ac- 
cording to the amount of recent fiction 
purchased by the librarian, but it would 
seem as if a few librarians by putting 
their statistics together could formulate 
an equation that would practically cover 
all cases of open-shelf libraries. 

Mr. Carnegie’s rule to wait two years 
before purchasing fiction would save con- 
siderable space and money for libraries, 
however unsatisfactory it might be to 
| omnivorous readers and to those, like the 
| ancient Greeks, always hunting for some- 
thing new.

His family was 
ef peasant origin, but he attended the 
Latin Schoo! at Augsburg, and the Uni- 
versity of Freiburg, and later went to 
Ingoldstadt, foNowing his friend Johann 
Eck. He was preacher in the Cathedral 
of Rogensbiirg, and took part (it seems) 
in persecuting the Jews. At this period 
he was somewhat extreme as a ritualist, 
but in no long time at Waldshut began 
to drift toward the newer views. He 
began to confer with the Swiss reformer 
Swingli, and presently went quite be- 
yond Swingli and betame one of the sect 
whom their enemies named Anabaptists, 
or Rebaptizers. He taught at Waldshut 
and at Schaffhausen tit he was driven 
thence by the Archduke of Austria, and 
after that labored with other Anabap- 
tists in Nikolsburg in Moravia. Buf the 
Austrian power pursued him even thereé; 
he wus arrested, taken to Vienna, tried 
for treason and heresy, and in due season 
burned at the stake, (March 10, 1528.) 
The story of his life, bound up as it is 
with theological questions, has nothing 
in it; except its tragic end, of very human 
interest. *Like other” reforming priests, 
he married a woman who, after his death 
had a great stone tied about her neck 
and was cast into the Danube.
